Simpaon Bragg, the Master, and Peter Miller, 
the Mate of a vessel called the Frances Watsen, 
were placed at the ber, upon an indictment 
charging them with the murder ef Leww Sim- 
cla, a sailor, on the 22d of February last, upon 
the high seas, 12 miles from Java, and within 
the jurimbietion of the Adeuralty of Great Bre 
tam. 
Vhe prisoners, on being arraigned, pleaded not 
wity. 
: Mi. Bortanp and Mr. Bopxin were eoun- 
sel for Bragg, the Master; and Mr. AteLeuve 
and Mr. CLaukson were eugaged on behalf 
the other prisoner 
Hugh Murray examined —-Was a seaman on 
board the veesrei called the Frances Watson, 
which arrived here about a month beck, from 
Singapore. Simpson Bragg was the Master of 
the vessel, and the other prisoner was the Mate. 
Thero wae a person on board named Lewss Sin- 
claw, who was steward. He was turned out of 
the cabin, on the voyage from Batavia to Singa- 
pore, for having got drunk, and afterwarés he 
assisted m working on deck, until the veesel ar- 
rived at the above place.

The Journal du Havre of the 81st of July 
gives the secount of a most destruc- 
tive storm at Bordeaux and its neighbourhood: — 

“A hupri¢ane, which caused gteat ravages in 
that city afd on the river, was e at 
Kordeauz on the 25th inst. But the greatest 
aaxiety wee felt for the fate of the communes 
west of the city, which are unfortunately rea- 
laed; for, on the same evening, « furious hail 
storm (the stones of sue) completely 
ravaged the communes Margaux, Cant ’ 
Sousons, Lebarde, Macen, Luden, 
far os Sian, near wefont. The crops have 
been entirely destroyed. It is also reported that 
in the nei of Bazas the same scourge 
hes caused mach damage. Beyond Poitieres 
the storm overtook the courier from Paris; from 
that place to Covignac, nothing can be seen 
but the wrecks of trees and houses, the road 
being pletely ered with them. Several 
wagons were wpset in the ditehes, and two 
horses attached to one of them were killed. In 
fact, from Chersac to Covignac not a single leaf 
is left on the vines. In some communes the 
earth has been turned up bp the bail orth ?, 
and no traces of vegetation are left; and, hor- 
rible to relate, as if the disorder of the elements 
were not sufficient, during the storm, amidst the 
lightning which rent the skies, and perhaps by 
the light thus occasioned, an unfortunate driver 
of a post chaise was assassinated im the forest 
of Chevily, between 10 and 11 o'clock at night. 

Panis, July 30. 

On Monday night, at the fete of La Villette, 
part of a large amphitheatre, containing upwards 
of 800 spectators, gave way, and many persons 
were precipitated to the ground. Fortunately 
no one was killed, but a great number received 
contusions, and some bones were broken.

of the land, and by an unhappy consequence, 
demanded his passports and retired to Monte- 
video. Thies measure was disapproved by the 
French and other strangers, but least, as it would 
seem, by the Charge d'Affairs of England, who, 
to facilitate the departure, became obligated for 
hie debts to the amount of more than 40,000 
francs. An obligation readily conferred, since 
it went to diminish the ideration which the 
French had acquired among the inhabitants.— 
Our government ought to act wisely with this 
republic; it will find in it employment for its 
commerce. The inhabitants are favorably dispo- 
sed towards us; but behold how the maladresse 
of a consul has turned inst us, a circumstance 
which ought to make us friends. The English, 
more sagacious, never permit an opportunity to 
escape of acquiring and preserving the ascendan- 
ey every where."’ ? 

A letter from Bologna, dated 12th July, says 
that all Jews had been expelled the States of 
the Church by order of Cardinal Albani. 

We learn from Geneva, that a Greek priest, 
sent to that city by Count Capo d'Istrias, has 
opened a room for the celebration of divine ser- 
vice after the ritual of the Greek Church. This 
priest devotes his leisure time to clock and 
watch making, an employment in which he was 
already occupied in the isle of Poros. In the 
canton of Geneva there are at present no fewer 
than eight different forms of worship, namely :— 
The Calvinists; the Lutherans; the German Re- 
formed Church; the Church of England; the 
Methodists; the Catholics; the Greeks; and the 
Jews. 

A grand fete extraordinatre, which will be 
honored by the presence of the Duchess of 
Berry, will be given to-morrow evening (30th 
July) at the Garden of Tivoli, Rue, de Clichy. 
The preparations are upon a grand and eaten- 
sive scale. In addition to the numerous diver- 
tisements, M. Eugene Robertson, who recently 
received such unbounded applause in America, 
will ascend in a baloon 80 feet in diameter, and 
be accompanied in his ascent by a young lady. 

Extract of a private letter of the 18th inst. 
from Lisbon:—*: The latendant-General of the 
Police, M. Friere de Lima, hae just been dis- 
missed from his post. The ostensible reason is 
ill health, but the real cause ix that his proceed- 
ings are too moderate for the Queen's party. 
His successor ia M. Germano de Vaigo, Desem- 
bargador, who, since the affair at Oporto, has 
been prominent in sending victims to the scaf- 
fold, or into exile. The English armed schooner, 
the Vigilant, sailed on the 11th inst. for Lon- 
don, with despatches."’ 

The Nuremberg Gazette gives the following 
intelligence, under date of Frontiers of Walla- 
chia, July 4—*‘After the surrender of Silistria, 
the Divan of Wallachia received orders to fur- 
nish $50 wagons for the transport of the gar- 
rison into Russia, and 1000. for the inhabitants, 
who, according to the conditions of the capitu- 
lation, were to be conveyed to the Turkish ad- 
vance Outposts. The sanitary measures have 
been executed with utmost strictness, An in- 
spector, who had kept back}some eflects infect- 
ed with the plaguc, for the purpose of selling 
them secretly, has been tried by a court martial, 
condemned to death, and executad. It is cer- 
tain that Varna has been evacuated in conse- 
quence of the prevalence of the plague.’’ 

The Nuremburgh Correspondent gives the 
following under date of Smyrna, June 20—‘ No- 
thing has been talked of here for the last fort- 
night, but the refusalef Count Capo d'Istrias to 
suspend hostilities and raise the blockade. The 
persons who accompany Mr. Gorden, have inti- 
mated that this refusal may be attended with 
very serious consequences. This state of affairs, 
combined with the fact of a great number of 
vessels having recently arrived in the Mediter- 
ranean, has given rise to a number of conjec- 
tures. It is even said that Mr. Dawkins has 
been charged by the English and French Am- 
bassadors to deliver a threatening note to the 
Presdent of Gree 

The Austrian Observer gives the fullowing 
lat of the Russian naval torces at present ip 
the Black Sea—11 ships of the line, viz. two of 
100 guus, one of 80, four of 74, and four of 60;

From the Elizabethtown Journal of Sept. 15. 
Duriag nearly the whole of last week, the 
good citizens of this state residing in and about 
Perth Amboy, were kept in a state of oxcite- 
ment by the depredations of some two or three 
hundred oystermen (most of them, we believe, 
from Staten Island) upon the oyster beds oppo- 
site that place. 

The facts connected with this unpleasant af. 
fair, as far as we have been able to ascertain 
them, are these. Three or four years since, a 

mpany of gentlemen residing in New Jersey, 
obtained permission under an express law of the 
state, to occupy a certain portion of the waters 
near the mouth of the river Raritan, for the pur- 
pose of planting and raising oysters—and for 
this privilege they were beuad to pay a valuable 
annuity to the slate. Relying upon the protec. 
tion of the state, the company pro to oc- 
cupy the ground in the manner contemplated 
by the act. They have actually expended, we 
are assured, ten or twelve thousand dollara in 
the enterprise; and had, one short week since, 
a fair prospect of speedy and ample remunera- 
tion—the oysters having become so large apd 
fine as to command a guod price in the markét. 

On Tuesday last a numerous company of oys- 
termen from the state of New York commenc- 
ed taking up the oysters planted by the com- 
pany: they were immediately told that they 
were itting a trespass, and cautioned 
against proceeding in the business. The oys- 
termen disregarded these warnings, and the first 
day carried off a considerable quantity of the 
oysters belonging to the company. On the next 
morning (Wednesday) they returned with in- 
creased numbers, and agai commenced their 
work of plunder. The company, in the mean 
time, had not been altogether inactive; they ap- 
plied to the Court of General Quarter Sessions 
of the Peace, then sitting in New Brunswick, in 
and for the county of Middlesex, on Tuesday

ter ground, and to raise @ posse comitatus; he 
found it so, and on Wednesday morning procect- 
ed to the oyster beds with the posse, and reason- 
ed with the oystermen and entreated them to 
leave the pros? They cursed him and stated 
they cared nothing for the sherff of Middlesex, 
or all the sheriff's in New Jersey iteelf. Find- 
ing it impossible by civil means and process to 
prevent the marauders from taking away the 
propurty of the citizens of New Jersey, and the 
said company having obtained a four pound gun, 
and ammunition consisting of ball and grape- 
shot, the sheriffordered the gun to be fired, first 
tothe right and then to the left of them, and 


the depredators. The oystermen then becom- 
ing alarmed, made off, threatening to burn the 
town. In this stage of the business information 
of the situation of affairs was conveyed to the 
Governor. 

On Thursday morning the oystermen appeared 
with numbers still augmented. They were again 
warned off, but manifesting no disposition to obey 
the warning, some boats were manned at Am 
boy which succeeded in capturing a sloop and 
five or six men—the sloop was secured at Ain- 
boy, and two of the men conveyed to New 
Brunswick jail. 

On Friday and Saturday the oystermen re- 
turned to the spoil in great numbers; and the 
company, being left unprotected by the au 
thority of the state, the militia who were called 
out having returned to their homes, the whole 
extensive bed of oysters, worth it im said from 
twenty to thirty thousand dollars, was surren 
dered without further effort. 

The occurrence above recorded is a subject of 
deep regret.

Medical mon almost uni- 
versally a in assigning as the cause of this 
fever, the Marsh Miasma, or the effluvia arising 
from decaying vegetables;—this opinion the 
w iter believes to be false, and productive of 
more mischief in leading men from a view of 
the real cause, than will be compensated for by 
all the labor in their vocation as practitioners. 
They assign as a cause, a supp poison, that 
has neves been proved to exist—a thing of ima- 
gitary being that has never been detected by a 
test cither of sense or of philosophy—a demon 
of. the bogs—a Jack o' ite Lantern, that the 
writec is bold to affirm never bad a being but in 
the dreams of medical theorists. It is one of the 
old notions which modern science has not yet 
exploded. This assigned cause has attac to 
it this formidable practical objection; that if 
true, it defies all our means to counteract it, or 
defend ourselves against its ravages——if false, it 
diverts our attention from the real cause and 
fro means of safety. 

r The writer believes the real cause to be one 
over which we have the power of very exten- 
sive control; he conceives that it consists ex- 
clusively in the alteration between heat and 
moisture-—in transition from a hot mid-day to a 
cool damp night, followed by a foggy morning. 
This state of the weather continued, will, he is 
persuaded in a shd&iger or longer time, produce 
Bilious Fever, in most human bodies subjected 
to its influence. If this simple and natural 
cause be the true one, the remedy is obvious; it 
ollere itself Lo every one's perception, and comes 
within the power of most people's adoption, and 
consists of this general ae Avoid as much as 
convenient being overheated in the day, and 
as much as possible being chilled by the damp 

ness of the evening and night. The skin that is 
weakened by relaxation under a hot sun every 
day, and that is constringed by cool damp air 
every night, will not long perform ite function 
As the sun goes down shut your doors and win- 
dows; sleep in closed roome tilled with the dry 
aw of the day. The may be unpleasant to 
some robust persons who are fond of coolness, 
but these the writer would remind, that the 
heat of the enclosed chamber is less oppressive 
than the heat of a destroying fever. tn situa 

tions where this disease is peculiarly apprehend- 
ed, or at times of unusual dampness, dry the air 
of your houses in the evening, by light fires of 
chips or shavings, and by the same means, keep 
out of the fogs, when you open your doors in the 
morning. The writer is persuaded that those 
fami ies who will properly use this precaution, 
will have much less occasion to trouble their 
doctor.
